lOUNTY TO VOTE DEC. Hi ON NEW 
SOIL CONSERVATION DISTRICT 


County Afrnt 
On December 14, landowners of 
the northeastern part of Coman­ 
che County will again vote on 
whether they want to Join parts 
of Erath and Eastland Counties 
| in the formation of a Soil and 
j Water Conservation 
District 
as 
provided in the law passed by the 
last Oeneral Session of the State 
Legislature. To be more specific, 
the newly proposed district com ­ 
prises all the lands drained by 
the North Leon River and its tri­ 
butaries. That part of Comanche 
County affected by the new dis­ 
trict will be the territory lying 
north and east of a line entering 
the county from Erath on the old 
Dublin and Oustine road which 
it follows to the Leon River. Then 
up the Leon to ths Santa Fe Rail­ 
road; Thence along the railroad 
to the gap in the hills 7 miles 
west of the City of Comanche 
where it leaves the railroad in a 
north and easterly direction fol­ 
lowing in a general way the Sid­ 
ney Independent School District 
boundary until due south of Beat­ 
tie and bears almost due north, 
passing Just west of the school 
house, to the south bank of Sa- 
bana Creek which it follows to 
the Eastland County line. <A de­ 
tailed m ap of the district may be 
seen at the County A gents O f­ 
fice » 
In arranging the new district, 
it was not the purpose of the peti­ 
tioners to slight any p art of the 
county. But in the election held 
May 25 covering he entire county, 
the opposition to the south and 
west of the newly proposed bound­ 
ary was so strong th a t it indicat­ 
ed the m ajority was definitely op­ 
posed to the set up On the other 
hand, the owners in the territory 
included voted a strong m ajor­ 
ity 
Therefore, it is felt th a t in 
rearranging the district, no harm 
1ms been done to the one. and 
th a t the privilege is being offered 
to the other to proceed with the 
plan, should it be desired. 
Ah qualified voters under the 
m il Election Law living w ithin 
j having any title w hatever in 
**:m lands w tthin the district are 
entitled to a vote In the election 
This means husband and 
wife, 
heirs to an undivided estate, and 
lien holders on farm lands, are 
eligible 
It is not an election, as some 
seem to think, th a t will compel 
anyone to do anything. The law 
is sim ply an enabling act in th at 
it provides a 
m eans for lan d ­ 
owners to organise and through 
that organisation to call upon any 
8 tate or G overnm ental agency for 
a-ssiMance in their fight against 
soil erosion and w ater losses. The 
organization through a board of 
five supervisors, all of whom must 
be landow ners elected within the 
district, will make its own pro­ 
gram and lay its own plans w ith­ 
out the intervention of any de­ 
p artm ent w hatever. The ¡aw speci­ 
fically provide 
that all policies 
m ust be voted upon before they 
can become operative. And any 
policy must receive a 90 percent 
favorable vote before u becomes 
effective. 
A m ajority of tw o-thirds of all 
votes cast is necessary to create 
th e district which may be dissolv­ 
ed by a 51 percent voter after 
one year’s operation. W hen and 
after the district is created, land 
use policies as referred to above, 
m ust receive at least 90 percent of 
all voti 5 cast before they become 
opera t ive. 
It is not the purpose of this 
article to persuade any one to 
vote either for or against the crea­ 
tion 
of 
the district. But it 
is 
rath er the intent to call attention 
to the election and to explain 
the provisions of the law as they 
affect landowners after the dis­ 
trict is created. Any questions on 
the law will be frankly explained 
and discussed to the best of our 
knowledge. 
We do urge every one to study 
the m atter carefully afid then go 
to the election December 14 and 
express his wish by ballot. Polling 
places in Com anche County will 
be Comanche. De Leon. Proctor 
Sidney. Beattie, and D uster d u r­ 
ing the regular election hours.

Siloam o'ticers made 
a search there for the youth and 
found his trail lead to Claremore 
w’here he was arrested.

more and returned with Brook 
Monday, lodging the youth in jail 
here. 
Brook 
waived 
extradi­ 
tion. 
Spivey 
said 
young 
Brook 
has served a prison term at the 
McAlester, Okla. state peniten­ 
tiary. 
Sheriff Spivey said Brook has 
m ade a statem ent in connection 
with the death of Couch, whose 
bound 
and 
beat ten 
body 
was 
found on the floor of his dugout 
home near G ustine last August 18. 
two days 
after the 
indictm ent 
against. Biook alleges Couch was 
slain. 
D istrict Attorney Bill Allen was 
in Comanche T hursday work mg 
on the case. 
Also under indictm ent for m ur­ 
der in connection with the Couch 
death, is Frank Barton. 19-yeai- 
old Com anche youth, who is be­ 
ing held in jail here. B arton was 
recently found guilty in district 
court here by a jury on a charge 
of burglarizing a local fruit stand, 
and assessed a two-year sentence 
in the penitentiary.

tion pictures and stills of this re­ 
markable country and of the ex­ 
pedition of which he was co-dir­ 
ector as well as one of three 
sponsors and organizers. 
Mr Curtis has an am azing story 
to tell and tells it in a way which 
holds his audience from beginning 
to end of his hour and fifteen 
m inute lecture. Five men from 
Oklahoma, Texas and K ansas, who 
had never sailed the high seas 
before navigated a little 35 foot 
boat 10.000 miles across the stormy 
Pacific. Bering and Arctics seas 
to 
build 
a 
suitable 
historical 
m onum ent in concrete and stone 
at the site of the crash, in W allak- 
pa Lagoon, northernm ost point in 
Alaska. This feat has been called 
the most rem arkable odyssey of 
m odem times. It reflects the ad ­ 
m iration and love of all people, 
everywhere for Will Rogers. 
The crew of the little “P an ­ 
dora” sailed uncharted seas, pok­ 
ed around in little known bits of 
the Arctic and completed their 
mission at the tip of Alaska du r­ 
ing the sum m er of 1938. On the 
third anniversary 
of 
the 
fatal 
crash, these hardy explorers de­ 
dicated a 
12 foot m em orial in 
the presence of a gathering of 
Eskimos and a half dozen white*. 
This achievem ent will always tell 
the story of Am erica’s love for two 
greatly beloved citizens. 
The Junior Class feels th a t they 
are fortunate in being 
able to

to Com anche one who 
participated in this historic event, 
and believes th at every citizen will 
be deeply impressed by the pic­ 
tures and
